Carrot and Orange Soup 

Poached Eggs over Roasted Asparagus with Dijon Mustard Sauce 

Homemade Rolls stuffed with Ham, Goat Cheese, Fresh Basil and Roasted Red Pepper 

Coconut Pound Cake with Jam Filling and Chocolate Glaze 


Carrot Soup 

4 This unsalted butter 

1 large yellow onion, finely chopped 

2 pounds carrots, peeled and chopped 
4 cups chicken stock 

1 cup fresh orange juice 
salt and pepper to taste 


Melt butter in your favorite soup pot. Add onions, cover and cook on low heat until tender 
and lightly browned; about 25 minutes. Add carrots and chicken stock, bringing to a boil. 
Lower heat to a gentle simmer and cook until carrots are very tender, about 25 more 
minutes. Puree soup in the pot with an immersion blender or transfer in batches to a 
blender and puree until smooth. Add orange juice. Additional chicken stock can be added if 
you desire thinner soup. Season with salt and pepper. 

Serves 6-8 as a starter course. 


Poached Eggs over oven roasted asparagus 
with dijon mustard sauce 

2 lbs. fresh asparagus Pre-heat oven to 450 degrees. Snap off tougher bottoms of asparagus, usually about l 1/2 inches up the stem, 

8 extra large eggs (farm fresh if available) discard. Place the asparagus on a baking sheet, drizzle with olive oil and salt and pepper to taste. Toss to coat and 

1/2 cup extra virgin olive oil, more for drizzling lay in a single layer on the pan. Roast in preheated oven for 5 minutes. Turn pan in oven and roast another 5 

2 Tbls sherry vinegar minutes or until crisp tender. Remove asparagus from oven and put on serving platter. Meanwhile whisk together 

2 tsp Dijon mustard the vinegar, mustard, 1/2 tsp salt and pepper to taste. Whisk in 1/2 cup oil in a steady stream until sauce is well 

1/2 tsp salt, more for seasoning blended and emulsified. Drizzle some over warm asparagus. Poach eggs in a pan of water with 1 Tbs white 

Black pepper to taste vinegar added to help hold the shape of the eggs. Poach until whites are set, but yolk is still a bit runny. Place on 

top of asparagus. Drizzle with additional sauce to taste. The combination of the asparagus, the sauce and the 
runny yolk is divine! 

Serves 8 


Homemade rolls stuffed with Ham , Goat Cheese , 
Basil and Roasted Red Pepper 

Bread Dough 

2 1/2 cups unbleached all purpose flour plus 
a 1/2 cup more flour 
1 package rapid rise yeast 
3/4 tsp salt 

1 1/4 cups warm water 

1 Tbls olive oil 

2 tsp honey 


I use a Kitchen Aid Mixer for this recipe and it is a cinch! You can also mix it by hand. It makes a great pizza dough 
or calzone too. 

In bowl of standing mixer place 2 1/2 cups flour, yeast and salt. Mix to combine. Stir together the water, olive oil 
and honey. With mixer on, add the liquid in a steady stream. Beat until smooth, add remaining 1/2 cup of flour and 
beat on low for about 5 minutes, or until pulling away from sides of bowl and forming a smooth dough. Place dough 
in an oiled bowl, toss to coat, cover with plastic wrap and set in warm place to double in size (about 20 minutes). 
Punch dough down and invert onto table top, cover with bowl and let rest for 10 minutes. 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Divide the dough into 12-14 equal pieces. Flatten pieces out slightly, brush with olive 
oil, fill with ham, goat cheese, fresh basil leaves, and strips of roasted red pepper. Drizzle with a bit more olive oil 
and sprinkle with sea salt and pepper. Fold dough over filling andform into rolls, pinching dough together at the 
bottom to hold in filling. Place on a greased baking sheet. Brush rolls with additional oil and you can sprinkle 
parmesan on top for garnish. Bake until puffed and golden, 20-25 m inutes. Serve warm or at room temperature. 

Coconut Pound Cake with Jam filling 

and Chocolate Glaze (This cake is easy and looks and tastes fabulous!) 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Grease and flour a large loafpan (at least 9x5x4) or an 8 cup tube pan. 

Cake: 

2 cups unbleached all purpose flour For the cake: 

Whisk together the flour, salt, soda, powder and nutmeg. In a separate bowl cream the butter and sugar until fluffy. 
Add the eggs, one at a time, mixing well after each addition. Add 1/3 of the dry ingredients, then 1/2 the buttermilk 
then 1/3 more dry then the remaining buttermilk, ending with the dry ingredients. Beat to combine. Stir in the 
coconut. Pour batter into prepared pan, smooth top and bake until tester comes out dry ; about 45-50 minutes. Cool 
in pan 10 minutes and then invert onto a cooling rack. Turn right side up and cool completely. 

When ready to serve, split cake horizontally with a long serrated knife. Carefully remove the top and spread the jam 
on the bottom half. If you want to be neat, don't go all the way to the edges or it will squirt out, but I like it when it 
does that, it just means more jam for me! Replace the top. Drizzle with the chocolate glaze. This cake can be made 
a day in advance and freezes very well. _ 


1/4 tsp salt 
1/2 tsp baking soda 

1 tsp baking powder 
1/2 tsp nutmeg 

2 sticks unsalted butter, room temperature 
1 1/2 cups granulated sugar 
4 large eggs 
3/4 cup buttermilk 
l cup shredded coconut 
1 cup of your favorite jam 

(I love seedless raspberry with this cake.) 

Chocolate Glaze: 

4 ounces semi sweet chocolate chips 
1/4 cup half and half 

Place chips and cream in glass bowl and microwave on medium heat for 45 seconds, stir until smooth. 
Serves 8-10

!S ure, guys like Sam Adams, Jose Cuervos and Jim Beam may show you 
a good time on Saturday night, hut Sundays are made for hanging out 
w ith everybody’s favorite gal pal. Bloody Mary. Arguably the most popular 
cocktail in America, the Bloody Mary one of the few drinks that can be or¬ 
dered at 11 A.M. without feeling like a total sleaze is the perfect partner for 
brunch: Xingy seasonings snap the palate into consciousness, and the respect¬ 
able dose of vitamins and minerals found swimming in the spicy concoction 
transform it into a sort of health food for imbibers. 

Although the origins of the Bloody Mary are often debated, master mixolo¬ 
gist Dale DeGroff known as the King of Cocktails cites France as her 
birthplace. “The creation of the Bloody Mary in Paris is said to have coin¬ 
cided with arrival of the first tins of tomato juice from the United States, right 

( after World War I. Evidently, Frank Meier, head barman at the Ritz Bar, had 
been mixing up his famous Tomato Juice Cocktail for years,” DeGroff ex¬ 
plains in his award-w inning book. The Craft of the Cocktail. “But his recipe 
was missing one fundamental ingredient: the booze!” 

Ferdinand “Pete” Petiot, a bartender at Harry’s American Bar in Paris, is 
credited with making the Bloody Mary w ith vodka. “Pete worked at Harry's 
from 1919 to 1936, until he was lured away to head the bar staff at their St. 
Regis hotel in New York.” DeGroff continues. “When he arrived at the King 
Cole Bar, he introduced it as a gin drink to New Yorkers, since vodka was 
not yet available in the U.S., and changed the name to the Red Snapper at the 
behest of management.” Petiot’s racier name was later reinstated when the 
spirited ingredient flipped back to vodka. 

An endlessly variable cocktail, the Bloody Mary serves as a spring- 
* board for creativity though you do need to show some respect for the lady. 
DeGroff states, “First, I don't destroy the heart of the drink, which is the 
sweetness of the tomato juice. Too much Worcestershire sauce or hot sauce 
will make the drink muddy and too spicy. Lemon juice is a must w ith tomato 
juice, and so the bloody Mary should always have a couple of squeezes of 
lemon, a quarter ounce if you want to be exact. I then garnish with another 
lemon and a lime slice on the side and let the drinker decide which if either 
- to add on their own.” 

Imaginative combinations have spawned a panoply of comely cocktail 
cousins: Substitute tequila for vodka and - voila! the lady in red is named 
Bloody Maria; stir in aquavit, and she’s Danish Mary: drop the tomato juice 
in favor of yogurt and grated onion for a Russian Mary: or skip the boo/e for 
the designated driver’s best friend, the Virgin Mary. Other permutations range 
1 from the Bloody Bull (add beef broth) and the Highland Mary (made with 

I Scotch, of course) to the Bloody Biker (habaneros!) and the Bloody Caesar 
[ (splashed with clam juice, and sometimes served in an Old Bay-rimmed glass 
or accompanied by a raw clam in an endive boat), liven such oflbeat stir-ins 
as champagne and beer have earned loyal fans. One New York bar has gone 
so far as to dev ise a “bloodless” Mary, sans tomato juice, w ith only ice cold, 
spice-infused vodka remaining. 

The Bloody Mary also boasts more accessories than a Barbie doll: A multi¬ 
tude of garnishes consistently place this stylish cocktail on the best-dressed 
list. While the leafy plumage of a traditional celery stalk has a classic chic 
appeal, contemporary adornments include everything from jalapeno-stufifed 
olives or pepper jack cheese to grilled shrimp or hot dill string beans. Sight¬ 
ings of pickled okra. Brussels sprouts, asparagus and giant caper berries have 


also been reported. Clearly, if it can be pierced with a skewer or hung on tl 
side of a glass, anything goes. 

The Rail, a Chicago area pub. underscores the Bloody Mary's multi-face 
ed personality by offering a build-you-own buffet on Sundays - with mo 
than sixty ingredients. From mild to wild, you can create the woman of yo 
dreams in cocktail form. 

Bump Lounge, one of Philly’s hippest watering holes, presents a trio of fc 
mulas in varying heat levels. The gentlest version, seasoned w ith cilantro at 
lime, has a clean, fresh and mild flavor. Tabasco and Worcestershire sau< 
spike the standard variety, and the super hot rendition derives its wallop fro 
wasabi and soy. Sunday brunch marketing director Natasha Hulmc notes th 
for many patrons, the Bloody Mary is more than a brunch beverage: “Tin 
use it as their brunch.” 

In Allentown, patrons of Pistachio's also like to start the new we< 
with a zesty cocktail. “Bloody Marys and screwdrivers are about the on 
things I make on a Sunday,” says bartender Eric Serrano. Depending on f 
mood, the veteran mixologist switches between horseradish and wasabi 
spice the Bloody Marys. And he always relies on Absolut Peppar for an ext 
kick. 

At Employees Only a New York bar garnering accolades for the inventi 
cocktails designed by partners Jason Kosmas and Dushan Zaric - the Bloo< 
Mary is a finely tuned libation. Kosmas uses tomato juice rather than ve 
etable cocktail as the starting point of his signature mix. “It's a neutral ba 
that allows the other flavors to shine through,” he says. “A Bloody Mary is 
eye-opener, so you want to achieve balance. It shouldn't be all heat.” 

Seasonings include fresh lemon juice. Lea & Perrins Worccstc 
shire sauce, fresh grated horseradish, ground capers, freshly ground bla 
pepper and a sprinkle of sea salt. A final secret ingredient one that can’t 
duplicated at home is Chef Jeremy Spector’s homemade hot sauce. “J< 
emy uses Scotch bonnets and habaneros, so it’s hotter than Tabasco,” Kosm 
says. “But there other differences: It's thicker and not as vinegary.” 
Kosmas recommends allowing the mixture’s flavors to knit for a minimum 
several hours before serving. “Fresh grated horseradish takes a while to < 
up,” he says. “Prepared horseradish blends more quickly.” 

The tomato cocktail is poured into a tall glass with cracked ict 
in a 3:2 ratio with Level Vodka, and embellished w ith a celery stalk, plu* 
cherry tomato, olive, cocktail onion and a lemon wedge on the side. 

At Butterfly, a trendsetting San Francisco destination, there’s a c 
lightful fusion of gastronomy and mixology on the brunch menu. To cret 
his Bloody Mary Oyster Shooters, chef-owner Robert Lam first steeps tome 
juice with garlic, horseradish, cilantro, green onion. After the mixture is i 
duced, strained and chilled, he blends it with black pepper, lemon juice, a 
Tabasco, and pours it into an elegant shot glass. “Shuck an oyster and add it 
the glass most people like it with a splash of Absolut Peppar, too and t 
it w ith gremolala [a blend of lemon zest, minced parsley and garlic],” Li 
says. “It's a neat way to serve an oyster. The flavors are bright and good.” 

Commercially spiced “pepper” vodkas may be flavored with eitl 
black and white peppercorns or chile peppers two very distinct tastes - 
be sure that you choose a variety that best complements your personal Bloo 
Mary cocktail mix. 

Keep in mind, though, that infused vodka is simple to make. Fusi 




irs are inexpensive and attractive, and a built-in spigot simplifies dispensing, 
lowever. any jar with a tight-fitting lid will suffice: You can even use the 
odka bottle if the flavoring agents will lit through the top. 

Start the customizing process by choosing a good quality vodka one that's 
>een distilled at least three times for optimal smoothness. For hot pepper 
odka, select two or three of your favorite hot peppers, such as jalapeno. Ser- 
ano, or Thai, and slice them through the middle, leaving the stem intact. Add 
heveral whole peppercorns if desired, but be careful not to combine too many 
lavors of the result will less distinct. Other tasty herb and spice variations 
nclude fresh basil, thyme, oregano, garlic or lemongrass. For the really ad¬ 
venturous, cucumber-infused vodka is unexpected and surprisingly refresh- 
ng in a Bloody Mary. 

Seal the jar and place out of direct sunlight for several days or up to two 
•weeks: Herbs infuse more rapidly than chile peppers. If the flavor is too in- 
ense. simply dilute it with additional vodka. If the fruits or vegetables have 
eft a sediment in the bottle, the liquid can be strained through a coffee filter. 
Mix the infused vodka with a personalized cocktail mix. garnish with aban¬ 
don. and savor the unique results. There's simply no better way to say, “good 
morning.” 





BLOODY MARY 


(Original recipe) 


There is something about the Bloody Mary that makes people competitive. 
Every weekend bartender in America has his own, and of course, theirs is the 
best Bloody Mary recipe in western civilization. But this is really the best 

recipe. 

1 1/2 oz. vodka 

2 Dashes Worcestershire 
4 Dashes Tabasco 

l 1 inch of celery salt and fresh ground pepper 
1/4 oz. fresh lemon juice 
4 oz. Sacramento Tomato Juice 

C ombine all ingredients in mixing glass and roll back and forth to mix. Strain 
into an iced goblet, (larnish with piece of lemon and lime on a side plate. 
Dash ol celery salt is a nice touch and New Yorkers traditionally add horse¬ 
radish. I he Bloody Mary offers rich ground for improvisation both in garnish 
and ingredients. Have fun.

“New Hope has an illustrious past as a predecessor for welcoming gay and les-. 
bian visitors,” explains Dan Brooks, owner of the Wishing Well Guesthouse in Ne\* 
Hope and a coordinator of Somewhere Over the Rainbow. “We are thrilled to havd 
a dedicated weekend — organized through countless volunteer hours — to recognize 
our history, continue interest in New Hope and its surrounding areas as a travel des¬ 
tination for GLBT individuals, and raise money for important charities.” 

New Hope Celebrates is hosted by the Greater New Hope Chamber of Commerce, 
endorsed by the New Hope Borough Council and works closely with the Bucks 
County Conference and Visitors Bureau. The goal of New Hope Celebrates is to 
serve the diverse GLBT populace in a fun and meaningful manner, conducting en-i 
tertaining as well as educational experiences throughout the year and culminating 
with an annual “pride celebration.” Proceeds flow back to the community via vari¬ 
ous charities. In 2005, New Hope Celebrates raised $13,000 in total for such causes 
as the Human Rights Campaign, Fighting Aids Continuously Together (FACT: 
Bucks County) and the New Hope-Lambcrtville Flood Relief Program. This year 
the organization will also contribute to Rainbow Room, a gay teen center that is part 
of Planned Parenthood of Bucks County. 

In addition to supporting local and national charities, the annual pride weekend 
has an important impact on the region’s economy. According to event organizers, 
last year’s Somewhere Over the Rainbow weekend drew nearly 3,000 visitors. The 
Bucks County Conference and Visitors Bureau estimates that those guests spent ap¬ 
proximately $462,000 on lodging, dining, shopping and entertainment throughout 
Bucks County. 

An artistic village set along the banks of the scenic Delaware River, New Hope is 
filled with galleries, independent shops, casual and fine dining, bars/lounges and 
quaint bed & breakfasts. Home of the famed Bucks County Playhouse and such 
popular entertainment/restaurant spots as the Raven Resort, New Hope has long 
been lauded for its acceptance of the gay community. In 2003, the New Hope Bor¬ 
ough Council passed an antidiscrimination law, and in March 2004, the Council 
unanimously passed a resolution in favor of same-sex marriages. New Hope contin¬ 
ues to serve as an example as similar legislation is considered at a state level.

Entertainment, perform in front of a panel of national news, fashion and entertain¬ 
ment professionals. 

A mule-drawn barge takes visitors on a scenic tour along the Delaware Canal on 
Saturday afternoon. 

Triumph Brewing Company hosts the Afterglow dance party on Saturday night fea¬ 
turing a special guest star and the Raven Resort invites all to a poolside T-Dance on 
Sunday afternoon featuring national DJ Warren Gluck. 

Weekend passes ($95 which includes the Saturday Night Showcase, Afterglow Party 
at Triumph Brewing Company and Sunday afternoon T-Dance at the Raven Resort) 
and tickets for individual events are available for purchase at www.NewHopeCel- 
ebrates.com.

Jewelry For Your Jewels 

An Interview with Artisan Allen Howells

.lien Howells wrote to Gaydar Magazine and wondered if we might be interested in his 
andy work. Once 1 discovered he designed jewelry for the family jewels from original 
asts of ancient samurai swords I was hooked. But, 1 had some questions: 

teve Libby: Why cock rings? and why samurai swords? 

dlen Howells: I have always been drawn to the art of Asian culture... The Japanese in 
articular infuse art into all aspects of their lives. What may seem like mundane, routine 
hores to Western societies become ceremonies with deliberation and discipline for the 
apanese. Serving a meal, tending a home, even sleeping can be studies in purpose and 
eliberation. Architecture and landscape are high art forms. Everything has incredible 
alance. Strength is balanced by gentility. What is intense is balanced with the serene, 
md there is art in all things visual. Materials and ideas are borrowed from nature and 
ifluence a broad spectrum of Japanese life. From a simple brushstroke on paper to 
laborate temples there is the conveyance of beauty. 

Tie Samurai of ancient Japan would adorn their swords with exquisitely detailed 
arvings and appliques to the various elements of the handle and sheath. Collectively 
nown as ‘sword furniture’, they were executed in metal alloys of gold, copper, silver 
nd bronze with designs of a personal connection to the sword bearer. Fine, original 
word furniture specimens are increasingly difficult to find. 

Vhile making jewelry from imprints taken from ancient Samurai swords, Gregory 
’oster, a designer of fine jewelry in NYC approached me to create some cock rings in 
he spirit of the Samurai jewelry as some thank you gifts for some of his friends from 
Australia. They were so well received that talks of a line of male jewelry ensued. A cock 
ing based on imprints from actual Samurai sword elements is such a perfect melding 
*f influence, balance and presentation. The sword is the ultimate symbol of power but 
equires the skill of one who knows how to wield it for ultimate effect. The Samurai 
ock rings add both a visual and performance effect to the experience of having such a 
vonderful instrument to behold (or be held). Finely executed in precious metals, these 
ings take what had been previously known as a ‘device’ for the bedroom and elevated 
t to a serious statement. Presented as a gift, they convey to the recipient a level of ap- 
>reciation and style as well as the desire to have him in more intimate surroundings. It 
s a pleasant surprise to discover one endowing the personal sword as well. 

>L:What is the process like? 

VH:Creating the rings themselves requires many steps... not only in forging them but 
ilso in the acquisition of the sword elements to work with. There are many poor (and 
ake!!!) representations of Samurai sword art for sale but it takes a discerning eye to 
ind the finest, original pieces. I was once shown a fine sword by a collector who dem- 
mstrated the effectiveness of the blade by dropping a piece of computer printer paper 
>n the upturned blade held out in the air. The paper sliced in two under it’s own falling 
veight. While marveling at the swords construction I could not help but to allow my 
ingers to gingerly touch the edge of this fine, 350 year old instrument. The owner said 
n a quiet and sincere voice to be careful...as the blood from my finger might rust his 
>lade. 

3nce desired specimens are located, pemission is granted and the pieces are able to 
)e used, imprinting molds are made of the originals. Exact replicas are produced from 
hese molds and are modified using traditional jewelry working techniques such as 
velding, engraving, forging, polishing as well as some patina imparting processes to 
>ecome suitable for body adornment. 

SL: What other jewelry do you make? Your education and experience? 

\H: Neck chains, rings, earrings, and bracelets typically of unusual metal combina- 
;ions have been my forte. Most of my experience working with jewelry comes from 
working for almost 20 years in several high-end, fine jewelry shops. 

SL: Influences? Where can people find your work? 

\H: Many of my influences are based on Asian themes particularly garden elements. I 
im an avid Koi (Japanese carp) keeper and I also create Japanese style gardens with an 
sxtreme focus on pond design and construction. The fine patterns and colors of the best 
ICoi can be quite an inspiration. Other influences include architecture, weather patterns, 
Mythology and mechanical devices. 

My work is generally one of a kind pieces developed for a specific client. We meet and 
discuss their desires, lifestyle, goals, dress habits, etc. and work a design from there. 
Some examples of my work can be found at www.samuraijewelry.com. 


SL:What superhero would you like to date? 

AH:Well I don’t want to discourage any of the other superheroes from asking me out 
but I would love to go out on a double date with Catwoman, Lara Kroft and The Invis¬ 
ible Man.

SL: What song gets you hot? 

AH: There are too many to name them all!!!! The Smiths ‘How soon is now’ comes 
to mind as well as anything by the Killers. Interpol is great, slow, intense love making 
music.

J ones and Garton, ages 44 and 38, have been doing art since 
they were kids. World War II battles were Jones’ original 
inspiration. As for Garton, art consumed her. She focused on 
nothing else. Both artists have children of their own, and the 
two families are very close. While at home, Jones and Garton 
spend time with their spouses and children while cramming in 
fresh paintings, customized furniture and any other media they 
might care to explore. 

“It’s hard work and because of the long hours and crazy things 
we fill up our houses with, it’s hard on our families as well,” 
Garton said. “I was on a mission for the last art show we had, 
and I filled our garage with furniture. I used the couches first 
for a movie party in our yard and after the party the couches 
were used for an art opening. My family was also very coop¬ 
erative when I told them ‘I need to drive to Virginia to buy a 
bunch of antique glass to make my mirrors,’ and we made the 
trip into a mini family vacation. ‘When I get on a tangent no 
one can stop me,' Christi admitted. 

The two artists have a signature style that they refer to as 
“signing;” it is a theme of much of their collaborative work. 
“I was doing that signing thing for years,” Jones said. “When 
Christi and I started signing together, we developed a different 
style altogether. It’s evolved into one art.” 

The two have worked together since January 2003 when they 
opened an art studio called Eye Candy Studio in Kutztown. 
The building that housed the old studio was doomed due to 
leaky pipes and an absentee landlord. 

Working together through the years has led to picking up each 
other’s habits and techniques. Garton said, “He has me con¬ 
ditioned to paint to a certain song - so much so that when I 
hear that song, I feel like I just have to paint.” Which song? 
“Chinese Rocks by Johnny Thunders,” Jones replies. Johnny 
Thunders has made several appearances and remains a recur¬ 
rent theme in Jones' work. “Chris has influenced me tremen¬ 
dously”, Garton stated. 

Their goal for POPMART is affordable art and a fun store 
- anything other than the country-club atmosphere of other 
art galleries, Jones said. “The store is a lot of fun, and that 
is the main thing,” Garton said. “People are always going to 
find that the store has a sense of humor and its theme is always 
something fun. We don’t want people to feel intimidated; there 
is something here for everyone!” 

IS IT DIFFICULT TO FIND TIME TO DO ART WITH FAM¬ 
ILIES AROUND AND WHILE WORKING TO SUPPORT 
YOUR ART? 

Jones: It’s definitely hard. It’s hard to have space and ... 
Garton: Quiet. Well, not exactly quiet; but it’s hard to work 
with distractions. We also keep really crazy hours. 

Jones: The plan now is that I have my supplies here 
(POPMART) and 1 come in early. I’m trying to get up as early 
as possible, get here and just get to work on my paintings. 

Garton: One of the driving forces behind me is my daughter. 
She’s a six-year old that is just full of great ideas. She’ll say 
to me, “Why don’t you do this” or “I know what you should 



do” or “Why don’t you call it that?” 
She really has a neat way of looking at 
things. She just inspires me. 

(Both artists’ children, Romeo Jack 
Jones (8 yrs. old) and Lydia Pink Gar¬ 
ton (6 yrs. old) have exhibited and 
sold a piece of artwork in their par¬ 
ents’ most recent joint show.) 

Jones: Romeo blew it off at first. 
He wasn’t going to do one. Then he 
did a quick painting during our open¬ 
ing. He priced it at $72 - the exact cost 
of a game system he wanted to buy. 

Garton: Chris’ wife Jen is one of my 
best friends. Both Jen and my husband 
Dave have really supported both Chris 
and me. We really wouldn’t have been 


able to accomplish what we have if it weren’t for them. 

WHERE DO YOU FIND THE MATERIALS THAT YOU IN¬ 
CORPORATE IN YOUR ART? 

Garton: All over, really. Antique stores, thrift stores and 
yard sales. 

DO YOU FEEL THAT THERE IS ENOUGH SUPPORT IN 
THIS AREA FOR OUTSIDER ART? 

Garton: I think one problem is getting people to take it se¬ 
riously. The area is not like that of a big city, where there’s so 
much of this kind of thing. Art is definitely appreciated more 
in a big city; there’s just a bigger targeted audience. 

DO YOU THINK THAT YOU’RE A PRIMARY OUTLET 
FOR NON-TRADITIONAL LANDSCAPE ART? 

Jones: Yes, definitely in Bethlehem 

Garton: The next closest thing could be Philadelphia. 

IS THE ART PRICED SO THAT PEOPLE CAN AFFORD 
WHAT THEY SEE? 

Jones: That's definitely what we’re doing. 

Garton: We want it to be attainable. 

Jones: We are also trying to get all of the best artists; we’re 
trying to keep it local. 

DO THE ARTISTS FIND YOU? 

Jones: They find us, plus we have contacts from artists 
we’ve known. With the retail store being connected to the gal¬ 
lery, we meet new people every day, which is so great since we 
are constantly looking for new artists. 

WHAT ABOUT YOUR OWN ART? 

Jones: We are always trying to do work that is fresh and 
unique. We try to be really innovative and come up with ideas 
that are somewhat unexpected to our customers. We want to 
intrigue and engage the viewer. 

Garton: We do a lot of commissioned pieces as well. We 
definitely are influenced and driven by each other. It is so easy 
for artists to get into a slump and not be able to come up with 
new work. Chris and I have each other and we keep one an¬ 
other going. Chris has been a tremendous influence on me. 

Jones: Christi has influenced me, too, with a lot of tech¬ 
niques and mediums, certain mediums I never would have 
thought of using. 

Garton: Chris also has more experience than me. I mean. 
I’ve painted my whole life, but I’ve definitely taken it more se¬ 
riously since working with Chris. I’ve tried things that I never 
would have thought of attempting if it weren’t for him. One 
of the first pieces we did together was a giant city. We used 
wood and we built an entire city. That’s something I probably 
wouldn't have done myself. Part of the city is actually dis¬ 
played in the store; we just recently put it up. Chris has really 
helped me in the sense that he’s given me more confidence and 
my work has improved because of that. 

WHERE DO THE POPMART CLOTHES COME FROM? 

Garton: All over. Everything we do is with the owners, 
Dave and Dru. We collaborate on the windows with them, as 
well as everything in the store. Together, we buy a lot of the 
clothing, giftware and other items in New York City. Dave and 
Dru have much to do with the gallery as well. They had an 
art gallery here when it was their hair salon and they ran that 
for years. 

Jones: Dave and Dru love art and they really support the 
artists. 

Garton: POPMART is definitely a group effort. This store 
is a labor of love. It is a concept that Dave had when he moved 
his salon to it new location. Chris and I had already closed our 
art gallery in Kutztown. Dave approached us with the idea that 
he had for art, house wares, clothing, music - all to be brought 
together under one roof. Then we came up with the store’s 
motto, “Everything you need for a fabulous life.” At that point, 
we just hit the ground running.

P aul Walker lights up a room. And he's been lighting up the silver screen with two 
films that couldn't be more opposite. 

First, there was "Eight Below," a PG-rated cute, cuddly and thrilling Antarctic sled 
dog rescue yam from Walt Disney Pictures, opening at No. 1 in February and con¬ 
tinuing to build box-office momentum with family audiences. The week after “Eight 
Below," there was yet another film starring Walker, the uber-violent and viscerally- 
startling "Running Scared.” a hard R from edgy New Line Cinema. While it opened 
near the Top 10 bottom. Walker and w riter-director Wayne Kramer ("The Cooler”) got 
kudos from no less than cantankerous critic Roger Ebert. 

This could be the breakout year for Walker, with two films in post-production, includ¬ 
ing one directed by legendary Clint Eastw ood, and another underway. 

Walker, an extremely physical actor, has toiled long and hard in such vehicles as “The 
Fast and Furious" (2001) and “2 Fast 2 Furious" (2003). Lie's had his share of disap¬ 
pointments at the multiplex. 

“Into the Blue” (2005), a sexy thriller in which his six-pack outdid bikini-clad Jessica 
Alba, and “Timeline" (2003), based on the Michael Crichton novel and directed by 
Richard Donner (“Lethal Weapon” series.

He was a marine biology major at a Califon 
community college and is a fan of Jacques-Yves Cousteau. His love for travel I 
taken him to India and Fiji.

Teddy Thompson @ The World Cafe Live

On the evening Teddy Thompson headlines the World Cafe, the 
respectful crowd sips red wine, turned attentively in the direc¬ 
tion of the stage. The w oman at the table next to mine spins her 
glass and remarks on the wine's legs, which proves my point: 
the World Cafe is the anti-dive, a rock venue for librarians. 
Smokeless and well-lit, it is to music what a library is to a bib¬ 
liophile: a sanctuary. 

Thompson, gives the audience plenty to study. He's an Eng¬ 
lishman singing Alternative Country -- an uneasy label given 
to an American musical aesthetic which combines progressive 
rock, country, and folk. But he makes the style his own rather 
than simply copping its mannerisms. Thompson stays groove¬ 
conscious, courteously referencing his homeland's dance music 
heritage without sounding sw ishv. 

His set is a slow burn, his band taking the first 3 tracks to test 
their land legs. But when they get down to business, they actual¬ 
ly start enjoying themselves, smiling gingerly at each other and 
cracking jokes. The movement shifts from restrained to soar¬ 
ing, culminating in the ego-less but majestic “Turning The Gun 
On Myself," which floats Thompson's lilt on a pool of guitar 
feedback. I have to admit that I'd gone to the show anticipating 
a waify Brit plucking at my damned heart strings for two hours 
(you know the type, pale and blue eyed, pawing at the air and 
begging for world peace between sets) but Thompson's strong 
voice, substantial technical skills, and able band add muscle 
and body to his performance. A woman in the front row, fist 
pumping in the air: “We love you Teddy!" And I think: quiet, 
lady I'm trying to listen to music.

We just worry about how 
much the writer’s might resent us. I’ve heard some of the most whacked out 
covers my own music and I am never insulted. It’s kind of deceptive. Not 
the classic rock version. You’re forced to hang out with the lyrics more. Two 
women (duets with Ani DeFranco) in the 21st century hopefully creates a 
human link to its original form. It’s a song about the loss of childhood and 
wonder. But can also be heard as a mid-life crisis or national crisis. 

SL: You are appearing with the Gay Men’s Chorus at a Planned Parenthood 
;Fund-raiser in New Hope, PA on April 2nd. How did this become a cause 
for you? 

DW: My mom worked for Planned Parenthood for 30 years. Here’s a story. 


I used to roller-skate around and in between the stacks of Planned Parenthood 
stuff in my parent’s basement when I was a kid to Heaven Knows by Donna 
Summer. I loved that song. Another gay/Planned Parenthood connection. 
But, this is a breakthrough for me. My cause is usually more environmental 
and I felt I would go crazy if I added another cause. (She had mentioned 
earlier that her sister has a bumper sticker that reads ‘Abortion Stops a Beat¬ 
ing Heart’) 

SL: Are you worried about being out diva’d by the Gay Man’s Chorus? 

DW: I did a show once with owls on the stage. And before I came on one of 
the owls took a crap on the stage. I didn’t find out until after the performance. 
So, to answer the question. Yes, I am very afraid. 

SL: Any message to your gay and lesbian fans? 

DW: An article called “Queer as Folk” in the New York Times mis-quoted 
me. I was traveling the country with a friend who I felt had been discriminat¬ 
ed. I was purposely not mentioning my sexual orientation to be inclusive. He 
wrote ,”it was difficult for Dar being straight.” I encourage the kindness and 
gentleness of a movement that transcends sexual orientation and embraces 
those supporting the movement. It helps when traditional women’s rights and 
gay rights join forces, (sighs) Just tell them I say hi. GAYDAIR I B

T)lumb is the kind of artist who has a lot of convictions which comes out in her 
li music. She has said, “fame and fortune are fleeting, but making a difference in 
people’s lives lasts for eternity.” An artist w ho can honestly say that has a lot to live 
up to and Plumb has done just that. She embraces her music w ith passion. Her music 
goes all over the map but still encompasses the basic sound that she has created for 
herself. Chaotic Resolve digs deep with emotional songs such as “Cut”, heart felt 
ilove songs, such as “Blush”, and much more. The album includes everything from 
pop, edgy alternative rock, and even danceable tunes. Plumb herself refers to Chaotic 
Resolve as an “Everyday” album which is exactly what it is with so much diversity. 
Pick up a copy of Plumb’s new release Chaotic Resolve and, if you haven't already, 
check out her four other albums. 

Plumb: This is Plumb. I’m looking for Nikki. (I’ve been waiting to hear that!) 

Nikki: Hi, thank you for calling. I love your new CD! You got your start in the 
music business by attempting to save for nursing school. 

Can you tell me a little about that experience? 

Plumb: I graduated High School unsure of where to go to college. I had upper 
classmen friends who were in school and changed majors three of four times. So, I 
finally decided on nursing school. I took a year off to work and save up money for 
school. I started bank telling and a friend recommended me to a local group that was 
looking for a back up singer. I had never set out for a career in music. I grew' up 
with my dad as the bread winner who went out to work everyday, hating his job. I 
didn't think a career could be something that you enjoyed doing. Anyway, my name 
got around and I started making cash, mostly out of Nashville. I finally moved there. 
I began doing studio work with bands and basically got an education about music 
through these experiences. I really enjoy being in the studio. A small, new record 
label approached me and said, “we like your sound and look: here’s a contract” with- 
out knowing anything more about me besides hearing me as a backup singer. They 
wanted to create another Abba or Ace of Base type band. I called up a few friends, but 
no one was really available. I w as one of their babies. I just threw caution to the w ind 
and signed a contract that I later found out wasn’t in my favor. They owned all the 
publishing rights to the songs I had written. They challenged me to write. I was very 
frustrated, but it became a good experience; painfully exciting. It made me smarter, 
bolder and wiser. There was a lot of bad blood with the PR guy that signed me. I was 
a naive artist being taken advantage of and I was very trusting of them w ith my career. 
And they were pocketing my money. He has since sat down with me and apologized. 
There is resolve in knowing things can change: people can change. Resolve doesn't 
mean a fix. In the long term, you’re able to gain an appreciation. I'd rather be a career 
artist where 1 can build into it. 


feel less of a freak or an asshole. I have also had people tell me they w ere completely 
offended and ask how I could write about something without any experience know ing 
how it feels. I don’t exist on stage to offend you. Every song can't mean something to 
everyone. It may not tell your story but there are people it reaches. I won't apologize 
for the song. To talk about your feelings you have to be appropriately offensive. 

Nikki: You had a child less than a year ago. Has this affected your outlook on creat¬ 
ing music or music in general? 

Plumb: His name is Solomon Fury and he is 10 Vi months old. If it's changed, it’s 
more honest. I want to be completely real, honest and insightful. I want him to be 
proud of what I do and to respect me for what Ido. No disrespect to my mother, but she 
was a homemaker and I always craved for her to say that she was going to do something 
because I knew she was so much more than that. I look forw ard to him coming home 
one day and saying “Hey, mom. I just saw r a movie from 2000 and one of your songs 
was in it. That’s awesome.” 

Nikki: Who were some of your early influences? 

Plumb: I grew' up tormenting my brother and babysitting. I would take my money 
and buy shoes or things like that. My brother w ould w ork his ass off and spend all his 
money on music. Initially 1 was exposed to his music; mostly rock like Aerosmith and 
Pink Floyd. I caught a lot of his tastes. He never had any female singers. I remem¬ 
ber as a kid hearing Stevie Nicks voice. It was the voice that came out of our orange 
Chevette. My cousin works in Beverly Hills and met Stevie Nicks. He asked her if 
she had heard of me and she had! That w as awesome. In High School, the Cure was a 
big influence also Garbage, Poe and Suzanne Vega. My name was actually taken from 
a Suzanne Vega song “My Favorite Plumb.” She had heard that, and they contacted 
me to give them a quote for her website. That was very flattering. Other influences 
were Patty Griffin, Alanis Morissette, Roberta Flack and Death Cab for Cutie (my new 
favorite band). 

Nikki: Who would you most like to collaborate with and why? 

Plumb: Dave Grohl. There is something about his musicianship and personality; 
I would like to write with him or have him produce something. I’ve had horrific mo¬ 
ments songwriting with people. You have to be emotional and vulnerable to write. If 
you can’t be that way with the person you’re working with, it’s not going to work. I feel 
that there’s something about our personalities that would mesh well together. I would 
love to do a duet with Robert Smith. There’s something about the fact that I liked them 
in High School and they still gain new following. Their music has always been cutting 
edge and timeless. 

Nikki: What is your idea of fun? 

Plumb: Spending all day in a movie theatre, eating Twizzlers. I like independent 
films. I try to support them, and Focus Features puts out so many good movies. I would 
w ant everything from dramatic to action, teaijerkers and everything in between. 

Nikki: Naked twister or strip poker and why? 

Plumb: Naked twister with my husband. I don’t think I need an explanation. 

Nikki: Guilty Pleasure? 

Plumb: Celine Dion and chocolate. 


Nikki: The song “Cut” is very powerful. You were influenced by fans writing 
about cutting themselves on your message boards. How you are able to gain such 
| insightful perspectives on personal issues that speak so well to your fans? 

Plumb: Wow, that’s a good question. I don’t think anyone has asked that before, 
at least not like that. (She blushes; I’m smiling!) The song “Unforgivable” is about 
emotional and verbal abuse. It’s about my childhood best friend and how her step¬ 
father treated her. He would constantly compare her to his birth daughter and tell her 
that she wasn’t as beautiful as his daughter and never would be. We would go and 
play and I would ask her how she felt about it. I ended up seeing the aftermath of 
how it affected her and the compromises she made. By doing this, I opened a can of 
worms and my music was defined. I would be performing to an audience of teens, 
people in their 20’s, 30’s and so on and I would have them come up to me and tell me 
things they’ve never said to anyone else. I became a safety net for them. Just letting 
people know that they’re not alone can help them heal. Something good can come 
out of it. Finding a way to pull from that and capitalizing on the positive can be a 
beautiful thing. I know less about cutting but people were writing things like, “My 
family doesn't get it. I want to feel alive.” My brother co-wrote the song with me. 
He is a marriage and family counselor and has worked with people with these abusive 
issues. He could lend the psychological point of view. 1 tried to be educated on the 
topic based on statements through e-mails and letters. I don’t want to capitalize on 
someone’s pain. I’m trying to be their voice. It's too painful for them to verbalize. I 
have had people come up to me and thank me for w riting the song and telling me they

;ndant with a real lock of Lily’s hair. It came in a little velveteen case with a certificate 
‘authenticity and everything. 

Iso about that time, it was my partner Trish’s 50th birthday. 1 wanted to do something 
>ecial for her, so I got all her friends to send me pictures of themselves along with a 
lie autograph wishing her a happy birthday. I got them all framed. I also decided to try 
get some famous people that Trish admired to send pictures. Trish is a great gourmet 
>ok, and I actually got Julia Child to send a picture and a birthday greeting. I lured Julia 
1 sending a donation check to her favorite charity, the Boston PBS station and Julia 
Bpt to respond. Julia sent her picture in four days. Since Trish always checks the mail 
jsessively, I had to get a post office box to get the pictures back without her knowing. 

really wanted a picture and note from Lily Tomlin. We love her. What could I use to get 
ily’s attention?

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C hi Chi LaRuc is the best known, and perhaps the most prolific, gay porn 
director. Only a small handful of gay erotica directors have achieved 
“above the title" name recognition, and LaRuc is one of them. Despite suf¬ 
fering a mild heart attack in March 2004, LaRue maintains a busy work 
schedule that includes hosting parties and award shows, and making personal 
appearances across the United States and in Europe. 

Having helmed literally hundreds of gay pom films since 1988, LaRue in 
2003 also began to direct straight pom for colossus Vivid Video and quickly 
became a favorite among female stars, particularly Jenna Jameson. As a gay 
man, LaRue approached women with a sensitivity and genuine admiration 
that male straight porn directors often lacked. In addition, years of dealing 
with outsized personalities on the gay side gave LaRue the ability to handle 
straight porn's biggest divas (male and female). 

LaRue now divides his attention between Vivid Video and his own Rascal 


Video, distributed by another company he co-owns, Channel 1 Releas 
Apart from the popular Live & Raw live streaming video feeds (which incl 
ed the now-shuttered Live & Raw Hotel). LaRue is expanding his empire 
branded line of dildos and other toys, as well as books, calendars and otht 
merchandise. Rascal Video “Exclusive" models arc among the most vis 
gay porn performers in the industry. Current exclusives include Luca Di( 
so, Jan Fischer, and Johnny Hazzard (2005). 

In 2004 LaRuc was photographed by Timothy Grecnfield-Sanders for his 
monograph. “XXX: Thirty Pom-Star Portraits." The layout accompanied 
interview conducted by John Waters, a self-professed fan of LaRue’s won 
The “directrix" also appeared in a companion documentary titled “Thinki 
XXX" which ran on HBO. Other recent documentary appearances inch 
“Porno 

Valley" (another HBO series) and “Cycles of Pom: Sex/Life L.A., Part 2" 
(from director Jochen Hick).

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Captain Jenks Interview

L ove him or hate him. Captain Jenks IS a comedian. Sincel989 he has been 
making prank phone calls to television, radio and news shows as a means of 
exploiting the media's tendency for sensationalism. His popularity and fame have 
been increasing through the years as a regular prankster for the Howard Stem 
Show. Now, he is promoting his new DVD/VHS of prank phone calls. I had the 
chance to talk with Captain Jenks about his notorious hi-jinks. 

O: Hello. 

GM: Hi. This is Shawn from Gaydar Magazine. 

CJ: Oh yeah, hold on a minute. I was just updating my website and saw that you 
were calling, (raspy) Excuse my voice, my microphone went out last night at a 
performance and I had to yell, (clears his throat) 

GM: Well, let’s get started. How did you come up with the name Captain Jenks? 
CJ: Are you a Howard Stem fan? 

GM: YES! But I don’t know the story. 

CJ: Well, 1 was in the Army from 1985-1989 and there was a Captain Jenks in 
charge. He had a strange voice and everyone would imitate him. So in 1989 when 
I started doing the prank phone calls and calling Howard Stem, 1 just used his 
voice. I kept doing this because the radio stations that I was pranking at the time 
would not be able to recognize my voice. So Captain Jenks is a real guy and he is 
probably pissed off. (laughs) 

GM: What was your first phony phone call? 

CJ: In 1989 1 called this guy who had a local morning radio show named John 
DaBella. I met him one time and I thought he was arrogant. So I called his radio 
show one morning on his request line and when he answered on the air I said “you 
suck baldy.” Now Howard Stem always talked about DaBella and what an ass he 
was so 1 called Howard’s show and he played the phone call on the air. That is 
how I got started. 

GM: Didn’t the prank go further? 

CJ: Yeah. Every year DaBella threw this big event called the “DaBella Ball’’. 
So I went that year and during his stand-up routine I yelled “you suck baldy!” 
The crowd began to chant “you suck baldy” and then eventually started chanting 
“Howard Stem” and the event was actually stopped early! 

GM: Cool. I know who DaBella is and he always sounds full of himself. So tell 
me more about your new DVD/VHS. How did this idea come about and where 
can fans buy it? 

CJ: It is a compilation of phony phone calls that I taped off of TV while I was 
making the phone call. These are from about the year 2000 and on. When I first 
started the calls it was only to stations that allowed phone in callers. A couple of 
years later I started doing the news shows like CNN, because I noticed how easy 
it was for people to get put on the air. The news is so hungry for the “hot” story 
before another news agency gets it that they don’t even check out their sources. It 
is amazing. So, anyway I thought it was a great thing to do for Howard Stem fans 
so that they could have a copy of my phony phone calls. Again, if you are not a 
Howard Stem fan, you probably won’t enjoy this DVD. The length is about 45 
minutes and so far I received positive feedback. They are available on my website 
at www.captainjenks.tk. 

GM: What was your first news phony phone call? 

a: I think it was to CNN and it was an earthquake. I pretended to witness the 
actual quake and they let me right through on the air without asking any questions 
even though the story had no credibility. 

GM: So is this your full time career now? 

CJ: No. I would never give up my day job unless I was hired by Sirius Radio for 
the Howard Stem show. 

GM: Are you still a gas station attendant? 

CJ: No. I am the manager of a gas station. 

GM: Are you doing a tour for the promotion of your DVD/VHS? 


CJ: I usually do East Coast appearances, mainly Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
New York. Since I live in Philadelphia, I like to keep it local. 

GM: What do you think about your upcoming performance at Diamonz in Bethle¬ 
hem? Have you ever performed at a gay bar? 

CJ: Diamonz is not exclusively gay to my knowledge. I heard from friends that 
it is a wild club kind of like a Philly club but in Bethlehem, that there are a lot 
of different people who go there and it is welcoming. What I wanted to do was 
something local in the Allentown/Bethlehem area because I know there are tons of 
Howard Stem fans in that area and I wanted an opportunity to have them to come 
out and have fun. So I heard from some friends that Diamonz would be a great 
place for me to perform. It is all about the fun for me. Besides, who gives a crap 
whether it is a gay bar or not. I don’t like to categorize people. I just want the fans 
to have a good time! 

GM: I agree. Do you consider yourself famous? Do people recognize you? 

CJ: I’ve been recognized locally but most people would recognize my voice and 
not my face. I do have anonymity and I like that. 

GM: Even though you have fans, I am sure there are people who do not like you 
and you get hate mail. Do you get death threats ? 

CJ: I have and I don’t take them seriously. I mean really, who is going to kill 
someone who makes phony phone calls. I guess I would take it more seriously if it 
was from one person and that person appeared everywhere I went. 

GM: You mean like a stalker? 

CJ: Yeah. Then I would pay attention to it. 

GM: Me too. What is your favorite phone call that you made of all time? 

CJ: The one to the CP telethon. I think that one was the best because Dennis 
James went off for 10 minutes about me. I guess he was trying to teach me a les¬ 
son. (laugh). 

GM: What he doesn’t realize is that THAT is what is funny, not the actual phone 
call. 

CJ: Exactly. I am not funny. It is not the phone call that is funny. It is the reac¬ 
tion that is funny. And the more that they go on and on, the funnier it is and that 
is what the fans love. 

GM: I know; that is what I love about it. Isn’t it true though as a result of this 
phone call to the CP telethon that there was an anonymous donation of $25,000 
made? 

CJ: Yes. I found out later it was from Jack Hausman’s (the telethon’s founder) son. 

I guess he felt sorry for his dad.

going off and doing our thing. Unfortunately, people lie. Evei 
tests can lie. If someone wants to have sex as badly as you do 
there’s no guarantee that he or she is being completely hones 
with you. And even if they are being honest, not all STD 
show up right away on test results. Consequently, more thai 
half of all people will have an STD in their lives. 


So what do you do to be safe? Get tested every month whil 
you and your partner refrain from sex for a year to ensur 
you’re both negative? Well, that probably won’t work ei 
ther. Every year there are 15 new STDs floating out an 
about that your test may not have covered. But even thoug 
tests are not 100% accurate, it is still a good idea to get tesi 
ed for known viruses. And while talking to your spring flin 
about precautions may not seem like great foreplay, it is th 
safest and smartest course of action when you’re ready to ho 
into their sheets and play a little shag tag. 


The first and easiest of precautions is the condom. It is on t Y 
front line of defense for your body. But be aware that there ai 
^ other ways to pass along a STD. A simple French kiss on lover 
lane can open you up to a STD. Hepatitis can be transferred throug 
saliva. If you both have cuts in your mouth, HIV can be exposed i 
your bloodstream. And how about Oral Herpes, a disease exclusive i 
your mouth? The point is, be aware that STDs can be passed in a vai 
ety of ways Get tested regularly and learn how you can protect yoursel 
whether by practicing safe sex, getting immunized or avoiding high rii 
behaviors. When your health is on the line, take steps to keep yourself ai 
others safe.

T his is Bruce Brown's third outing 
with Gaydar Magazine.

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C urrently playing at the Century Center for the Performing Arts is “Dog 
Sees God - Confessions of a Teenage Blockhead” - a contemporary and 
raunchy look at the “Peanuts” characters set ten years in their future. Now 
teenagers complete with all the angst, anger, confusion and fear that comes 
with becoming a young adult, the innocence of their comic strip counterparts 
is all but stripped away as a result. None of the characters are referred to by 
their comic strip name, but within the first fifteen minutes we are introduced 
to most of the cast and can easily figure out who is who. 

I was surprised by how large and comfortable the theatre was once I got inside 
considering the deceptive facade from 15th Street in mid-town Manhattan. 
The Monday evening performance was almost sold out and the audience very 
receptive to the uninhibited humor and powerful drama on stage. 

The joy of this show is how real the characters are and how believable it is 
that they could develop into the characters we see on stage after a ten year 
span. The show opens with “CB” who addresses his unseen “pen pal” about a 
recent loss and spends the majority of the show contemplating death and won¬ 
dering what life is all about. “CB” has become a handsome, athletic “popu¬ 
lar” guy who is best friends with “Matt” who used to be followed around by 
a cloud of dust but is now obsessed with cleanliness to the point of keeping a 
bottle of sanitizer with him at all times. We also meet “Tricia” and “Marcy”, a 
pair of vain girls who persecute anybody they feel is inferior and seldom find 
good in things. “CB’s Sister” is a Goth princess, always clad in all black and 
brooding while “Van” is a pot-smoking slacker who develops bizarre theories 
about everything around him. 

The show deals with alcohol, underage sex, 
drugs, and harassment but never turns into 
a platform against these things. It simply 
shows them in a realistic light. 

While the ensemble cast is wonderful the two stand-outs are “Van's Sister”, a 
fiery pyromaniac with a razor sharp wit and honesty that makes her a delight 
to watch. While she is on stage the least amount of time she is one of the 
best developed characters and the actress (Melissa Picarello) does a brilliant 
job with her. The other is “Beethoven”, a persecuted nerd played by Logan 
Marshall-Green. He portrays this disliked character without sympathy. He 
simply wants to be left alone and only asks for acceptance of who he is. His 
range of emotion, from defeated to exhilarated, takes the audience on a roller 
coaster ride that is not soon forgotten. 


It’s interesting how the characters' relationships have, according to the play¬ 
wright, either strengthened or been destroyed over the course of the last ten 
years. “Beethoven”, for example, laments the group of friends he knew who 
now refuse to speak to him and slap “Kick Me” notes on his back. “Marcy’'. 
an intelligent but mousy girl, is now a mini skirt wearing bimbo with one 
thing on her mind: sex. And not necessarily sex with boys. 

The script by Bert V. Royal has a little trouble getting lost at first with mo¬ 
ments of “wouldn’t it be funny if’ but when it finds its direction the play 
never strays and becomes engaging and powerful. It's never boring, but it 
does seem to play more on who the characters were instead of dealing with 
the characters as they are now. It fixes this problem early and saves itself 
from turning into a cabaret style parody. “Dog Sees God” is the playwright’s 
first play and has won the 2004 Fringe NYC Overall Excellence Award and 
GLAAD Media Award for Outstanding OfT-Off Broadway Production. 

The show deals with alcohol, underage sex, drugs, and harassment but never 
turns into a platform against these things. It simply shows them in a realis¬ 
tic light. In addition to the other “grown up” situations, the characters face 
their own sexuality and, in two instances, come to terms with homosexuality, 
including a surprising kiss between two main characters (but I won’t ruin 
the surprise). Perhaps seeing the characters of the “Peanuts” gang grow up 
and deal with these issues makes them more intriguing, but even without the 
backdrop of the comic strip the development of the story is excellent. 

Running at just over an hour and a half with no intermission “Dog Sees God" 
is a well spent evening. The show is at moments hilarious and other times 
tragic. The set by David Dorins appears simple until props and scenes begin 
to slide in as we are transported from a cafeteria to a backyard party to a de¬ 
serted classroom. The costumes by Jenny Mannis are perfectly suited to the 
characters, especially a modem take on “CB’s” classic shirt design and the 
many black moods of his sister. 

“Dog Sees God” is performed at the Century Center for the Performing Arts, 
located at 111 East 15th Street in Manhattan. Tickets and showtimes can be 
arranged through the box office at (212) 239-6200 or (800) 432-7250.

O ne of the biggest questions or concerns that many in the GLBT commu¬ 
nity have is, can one be spiritual and sexual? The answer is, of course, 
yes! Western culture in general is sexually dysfunctional because of centuries 
of frustrated celibates writing about their personal battles with chastity. The 
GLBT community has the further burden of being outcasts because of our 
sexual orientation. Spirituality and sexuality are both normal to a healthy and 
whole human being. They can of course, as can any aspects of our lives, also 
be in conflict. 


I had a year of experiencing both to a full if not integrated degree in 1980. I 
was, for the first time, away from friends and family and in a big city. 1 was 
working a cable job in Louisville, Kentucky that had a number of clubs. The 
spiritual aspect of my life was full. I meditated daily, studied martial arts and 
yoga, had lengthy spiritual conversations with friends, attend services and felt 
very connected to Spirit. On the other hand, I had a libido that had been caged 
for a number of years and had an opportunity to let it out for some exercise. 
What can I say? I was a pig that year, out several times a week looking for sex 
and not necessarily love. I am not condoning that lifestyle, especially these 
days, but I was young and maybe a bit foolish and needed to sow some wild 
oats. I did so with gusto. Being a Libra and a sensualist my whole life, the 
scales would dip towards Spirit or towards sensuality but this was the first 
time that they seemed to balance in a place where I could enjoy both. There 
is a "but: here. After about a year of this, the sex for the sake of sex started 
to pale. It didn’t matter how much I had or how good it felt, something was 
missing. 


It is my belief that part of the reason was my spiritual practices. I would like 
to be really clear on this point. It was not guilt or a feeling of sinfulness or 
anything like that. It was a feeling that something was missing and the satis¬ 
faction was no longer there. Later on I would find out what that was. I was 
missing love and the emotional and spiritual bond that can exist between two 
people. There is no comparison between making love and having sex. Sex is 
white american cheese and love is a fine aged Blue. Sex is milk chocolate 
and love is dark chocolate. Sex is hamburger and love is filet mignon. Sex is 
Ripple and love is Perrier Jouet. While I would not experience it (really mak¬ 
ing love) for a couple of more years, the intensity and satisfaction of making 
love to someone with your whole being has no equal. From a metaphysical 
stand point, sex as a release of need is a drain of energy or lifeforce. Sex as an 
expression of love with the multilevel physical, emotional and spiritual bonds 
actually feeds us and gives back energy to both. 


going to give examples or make judgments on specific acts. I can't. Those 
acts are based in the need and motivation of the individuals involved which 
I cannot know. 


As I Minister I try to look at loving relationships between two human beings 
separate from considerations of race, age (consenting adults), gender, etc. for 
a model of what is healthy. I have found that very difficult with our com¬ 
munity. If one looks at GLBT society and relationships objectively one can 
see that many of our behaviors are a reaction to the oppressive treatment by a 
dominate culture that not only reviles us, but has actively persecuted us. 


It is "normal’' that two persons in love should be able to be affectionate pub¬ 
licly, set up housekeeping, enjoy life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness in 
safety. But this has not been possible for us through most of recorded history. 
I thought I had this article pretty well sorted out until I saw Brokeback Moun¬ 
tain and realized that in so much of America that story is all too common, if 
perhaps less dramatic. To not be able to express love, to have to hide it, or 
to just give up, be in the closet and take care of our "urges” as best we can. 
The saddest thing I think I have heard another gay man say is "I long ago 
separated love and sex”. How much of gay life around bars and hooking up 
especially in middle America is because closeted men come out to get the 
physical "loving” they need but dared not look for a loving relationship that 
would bring their world crashing down. Please let me be clear here, I am nei¬ 
ther blaming nor judging them but commenting on the sad state of affairs—no 
pun intended—because of an abusive dominate culture that does not embrace 
it’s minorities and diversity. 


For far too long we have lived in the twilight, denying ourselves the solace 
of spiritual practice because the mainstream religions denounced us. We have 
settled for sex instead of love for fear of discovery. We approach a time, es¬ 
pecially for those younger generations of GLBT persons, when we can claim 
the right of every human being to be fulfilled in all aspects of our lives. Not 
in the twilight shadows, but in the full light of day. We can be both spiritual 
and sexual and even in love! We can be proud of who we are as individuals 
and claim our right to be fulfilled as human beings. We approach a day in the 
not too distant future when our relationships will be validated by more than 
gay friendly churches and a couple of state governments but by America as a 
whole. It is a day that we must work toward diligently; but it is coming. 


This is always a tough subject, especially from a spiritual perspective. There 
are lines; and any aspect of our lives that is out of control or balance can be 
damaging. Sensuality and sexuality are not inherently bad or sinful. Sexual- 
as part of a loving relationship can add a depth of connection between the 
persons that little else can match. 1 am loath to speak about sin here. I am 
n °t a traditionalist but neither am I foolish enough to believe that our actions 
have no consequences. Sin, from the old Hebrew, means "to miss the mark” 
^d does not have the connotation of inherent evil as many conservatives use 
lt today. Sexual expression that degrades another or ourselves is harmful to 
^ho we truly are as children of God and therefore misses the mark. I am not

Chocolate

MACADAMIA NUTS

iting, hind end weakness and diarrhea. 

Unbaked dough 

The fermenting yeast can create a blockage or alcohol poisoning. Make sure you proof 
your dough in a “dog-proof’ place. 

Zinc pennies, zinc-coated screws or bolts 

Pennies minted after 1982 are a large percentage of zinc just coated with copper. Ingest¬ 
ing zinc can be very problematic for your pet. 

There are a variety of other things your pets shouldn’t eat. These range from the obvious 
(such as antifreeze, rat poison, and garden and cleaning chemicals) to the not-so-obvi- 
ous (such as wild mushrooms and fluoride toothpaste). Pets don’t have the culinary 
discretion you do and will try to eat everything from electrical cords, rubber bands, 
tennis balls and dental floss. Keeping an eye on what your pet is eating, is a great way 
to keep your eye on their health.

W ith gas prices over $2.35 
a gallon, should I trade 
in my gas guzzler? 

We’ve all seen gas prices 
skyrocket in the last year, 
reaching an unheard of price 
in excess of $3.30 a gallon this past fall. Fuel costs have taken a big bite out of 
everyone’s budget. The burning question is: should I trade in my gas-eating truck 
or SUV and get something economical like a Honda Civic or Scion xA?

There are several factors to consider before dumping your 15 mpg vehicle for 
something that gets 25 or 30 mpg. The main factor is whether or not you own 
the vehicle free and clear or owe money on it. Other factors include what you’re 
spending each month just to keep the tank tilled. 


Let’s put this into terms w hich will make it easy to understand. Imagine this situ¬ 
ation: John drives a 2-year-old Ford Explorer with a V-8. He gets about 15 mpg 
because he drives it primarily in-town. He likes it for his trips to the home center 
and the 4WD when the weather is bad. However, he’s putting in about $40 a week 
for gas. He also still owes another 3 years on his loan, and since he’s early in the 


life of his 5-year car loan, the car is worth less than w hat he owes. This is called being 
“upside down” in the car business. 

If he trades this vehicle in, he’ll wind up adding a few thousand dollars into his next 
car loan, because he owed more than the Explorer was worth. Car dealers will let 
you do this. However, realize that you’re paying off a loan for a very long time this 
way. Let’s figure out if it makes sense for John to dump the Explorer or to keep it. 
(Note: For the sake of making the math easy (for me, mainly), I won’t include tax, 
maintenance, and insurance, and we’ll say gas prices won’t change for the next 3 
years.) 

John’s car payment on the Explorer is $400 a month for 3 more years. Add to that the 
$160 a month for gas. His monthly vehicle expense is $560 to drive the Explorer. 

John’s potential new car is a 4-cylinder Honda CRV (he still wants 4VVD). This car 
is slated to get 22 mpg in the city and 27 on the highway and will cost him $22,000. 
He’s trading in the Explorer, but he’s getting less than what he owes on it. So, since 
he doesn’t have the money to just pay it off, he will add it into the Honda loan. As 
a result he adds in $3,000 on top of the $22,000 price for the new car. Borrowing 
$25,000 for a 4-year new car loan at 6.49% is about $590 a month. Fuel costs should 
be about Vi what they were with the Explorer, so that means $80 a month, making 
John’s real out-of-pocket expense $670, or $110 more than before. His annual gas 
expense for the Honda is now $960 ($80 x 12 months) instead of $1920 ($160 x 12 
months) for the Ford. 

Going 3 years out from the purchase of the new car, John will spend an extra $3960 
($110 x 36 months) by trading in the Explorer. Remember, he’d have the Explorer 
paid off in 3 years. For the Honda, he still has an additional year of car payments, 
w hich add up to $7080 ($590 x 12 months). 

Sure, John will get better gas mileage with the Honda, no question about it. But we 
need to look at the big picture. If we add up the extra expense of getting the Honda 
($3960) plus an extra year of payments ($7080), the total expense is $11,040. Also 
with the Honda, John’s annual gas savings is $960. You’ll see where I’m going with 
all of this math in a moment. 

Drum roll please: it will take John over 11 years to see any real savings by trading in 
the Explorer! By the way, $11,040 divided by $960 is 11.5 years, for you math folks. 

Clearly this is an exaggerated example, and I’ve done it to make a point. John could 
have been thinking of getting a new car anyway, because he doesn’t need something 
as big as an Explorer anymore. Or, maybe he just likes having a new car every few 
years (in this case, perhaps John should consider leasing!). 

However, if John likes the Explorer, and enjoys driving it and it meets his needs, he 
should keep it, provided the only reason he’d get rid of it is because of the gas mile¬ 
age. 

If your w allet is threatened by the rising fuel costs, here are some things you can do 
to help save some money: 

-Consolidate your trips. If you need to go out, go out once, instead of 3 separate 
trips. 

- Plan it out. Make sure you have a route planned out in advance, so you’re not criss¬ 
crossing back and forth across tow n unnecessarily and wasting gas. 

• Carpool w ith friends. If you and your friends are all going out, w hy not go together? 
This means only one car using gas, plus you get to spend time with people you like. 

-Keep your car tuned up and the tires properly inflated. Tune-ups help your engine 
get maximum efficiency, and under- or over-inflated tires not only can make your car 
handle poorly, they can adversely affect your mpg!
